chunt of their Weakneſs, becauſe they were not 
new Gonverts; but Men born, bred, and brought 
up 4n the Boſom of the Church, ſome of them 
had aſſumed the Office of Teachers, and moſt 
of them boa ſted of their Parts, and Abilities, and 
Improvement in Divine Knowledge. All reaſon- 
ahle Methods had been taken, to rectify their 
Miſtakes, end inform their Jadgments; beſides, 
they bad rendered themſelves leſs excuſable, by
